COUNCIL. 


THE CITY FATHERS WIDEN 
THE BREACH 


By Passing an Ordinance Over the 
Mayor's Head—They Will Not 
Farm Out the City’s Money and 
They Win Have Assistants. 


A ripple of excitement went .round 
in the, City Council chamber yesterday 
morning before the fathers met, occa- 
sioned by thé kvowledge that the 
Supreme Court would render a decision 
in the city charter case some time 
during the day, and a rumored 


prospective fight in Council over the 
 Ninth-street~ bridge matter: 


Clerk Stiles favored the chamber with 
an unofficial. visit, and wore a look of 
renewed expectancy. Several mem- 
bers of the old Council stood around 
for atime, but the Coancil met and 
proceeded to business. 

President Frankenfield and Council- 
men Brown, Van Duyzen, Wirsching, 
Hamilton, Shafer, cLain, Bonsall 
and Summerland were present. 


A MESSAGE FROM MAYOR HAZARD 
was presented and read. It returned 
without his approval the ordinance 
providing for extra clerks, and was as 
follows: 


To the Honorable (Counett of the City of 
Los Angeles: I return herewith without 
my approval -“‘an ordinance providing dep- 
uties for the City Anditor, City Tax Vol- 
lector and City Treasurer,” for the follow- 
ing reasons: The refusal of your honor- 
abie body to loan the city money pursuaut 
to the terms cf the charter to the Los An- 
geles Savings Bank, thereby entailing a 
monthly loss to the city of from $1200 to 
$1500, is, in my judgment, incompatible 
with an economical administration of its 
affairs. In my first message I called at- 
tention to that clause in the new charter 
which directs that the money shall be 
loaned. No attention seems to have been 
paid it, however. I then requested the City 
Clerk to advertise for bids, which he did, 
and, as aresult, the Los Angeles Savings 
Bank offered to pay 3 per cent, interest on 
the daily balances for the privilege of re- 
ceiving and disbursing this.money, and the 
ordinance in question creates a Deputy 
City Treasurer, with a salary B be paid by 
the city, to assist the City Treasurer in 
doing this work. 

I am at a loss to understand what consid- 
eration of pubiic interest could induce your 
honorable y to deliberately ignore the 
_ language of the organic law, and 

hereby entail this loss on the city. The 
condition of our public funds does not jus- 


tify it. 

To obtain the custedy of these public 
funds large amounts. of ey have been 
expended on éach recurring lection, and to 
take this corrupting influenee out of politics 
this wise provision of the n@w charter that 
this money should be loaned to the highest 
bidder was inserted. I regret exceedingly 
that the action of your henorable body 
should result in anpulling the beneficial 
provision ot the new ¢ r. This ordi-

Another detail of transportation, 
upon which the interstate law has. 
hitherto exercised but very limited 
effect, is the free transportation of 
persons,.

An assumption thata railroad in giving 
free transportation is merely granting a 
favor which does not concern the public, is 
common enough, as is also the assumption 

thatthe-public is not concerned with the 

salaries which a company pays to its offi- 

cials; but it has noebasis in law or reason. 

People are not carried free without loss to 

the company; the loss goes to swell the 

operating expenses, and these expenses are 

paid from a treasury which the levies made 

upon the public are to replenish; when one~ 
who ought to contribute to the fund,is ex- 

cused, others must pay more in consequence. 

Ifaroad can carry large-numbers of per- 

§ons free and still have reasonable revenue, 

the fact is evident that its existing rates are 

excessive. 


After all has been said and done on 
this subject, the fact will probably re- 
main, that no effectual regulation of 
freights and fares will be possible, un- 
til the Government owns the roads. 
Whether public sentiment will ever 
approve so radical a step as this re- 
mains to be seen. There is certainly 
a strong and growing feeling in its 
favor, the chief objection being the 
large increase of Federal patronage 
which such a course would entail. 
With a satisfactory settlement of the 
civil service question, which cannot 
be much longer delayed, this objection 
will vanish, and we may then expect a 
strong movement.in favor of Govern- 
ment acquisition of the roads.

GOVERNMENT REGULATION OF 
3 RAILROADS, 


The question of the regulation of 
railroad charges, which the Interstate 
Commerce Bill was designed to solve, 
is stillone of the most vexing prob- 
lems which troubles the country. 
Since the decision of a case against 
the State of Illinois, by the Federal 
Supreme Court in 1876, it has been the 
unquestioned law of the land that it 
is competent for the Legislature to 
regulate and limit charges made by 


of persons and property. The case 
mentioned, however, does not by any 
means settle all the questions which” 
may be raised in this‘connection. The 
holding of, the court is that the power 
to name rates is a legislative power, 
but if it is unlimited in respect to 
this species of property, a power to 
legislate is a power to confiscate. 

Hon. T. M.. Cooley of Ann Arbor, 
Mich., is chairman of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. He recently 
read an interesting paper before the 
Harvard Finance Club of Boston 
on “The Requirement of Impartiality 
and Uniformity in Railroad Service.” 


State regulation of commerce by rail 
within a State may sometimes se- 
riously interfere with interstate com- 
merce by rail, and when that is found 
to be the case, it is obvious that either 
State power must override national 
power, or national power must assert 
supremacy.

The Native Population Compara- 
tively.Exempt From Mental De- 
rangemcnt—Men More Subject 
to it Than Women—Some of the 
Causes That, Produce it.

The insanity record in Los Angeles 
county for the past year is an intere st- 
ing one. It is not marked by a larger 
number of cranks than pop up in 


mitments a month being the average. 


“1 Ohe of the most suggestive facts in 


connection with the record is that 
over 60 per cent. of the crazies are 


and foreign countries.. In a large ma- 
jority of cases the people have gone 


to one, and there are very few cases 
in which religion is: traceable as the 
cause of the insanity-in the female 
subjects examined. 

A reporter conversed with 
several physicians yesterday in regard 
to insanity in this county, and their 
observations were of much interest. 
One of the most pertinent results of 
an investigation of the subject is that 
the native population of the county 
furnishes an exceedingly small pro- 
portion of the contingent that goes an- 
nually to the asylums at Napa and 
Stockton. It is only occasionally that 
a@ Spaniard or Mexican or an Ameri- 
can who has lived in the county for 
many years comes up for the examin- 
ation of a diseased mind. The larg- 
est number of the cranks are of 
French, German and Canadian extrac- 
tion, and in the larger part examined, 
their average residence in the county 
has not been over two or three years. 
The unbalanced minds are attributed 
in some of these cases to the relaxa- 
tions of the system in removal from 
colder climates. In others, to want 
and trouble incident to a nomadic sort 
of life. Quite a number of insanity 
cases have been traced directly to 
want. People have come to the county 
without maney, families or friends. 
They have struggled along, and, with- 
out a realization of success in their 
ill-digested plans, have lost their men- 
tal balance.

He was in the 
habit, in the solitudes he called his 
own, of praying frequently and out 
loud, :and since the time of his arrest 
for insanity he has kept-up his old 
practice, with even greater earnest- 
ness than before. , 

Verona Baldwin has been the most 
violent female subject during the past 
year.. Had she been in a quiet home, 
where her wants had been provided 
for, her condition would not have 
been near as bad. Her mania was 
greatly aggravated. by the starvation 
which she. endured. 

It has been said by people in Los 
Angeles who have not investigated 
the subject, that there is an abnor- 
mally large numberof insanity cases in 
this county, and that there is some- 
thing in the climate conducive to 
such a state of things. But analysis 

f the statistics does not show this as- 

rtion.to be well founded. The con- 

trary seems to be the correct positéon, 
from the record. 

The treatment of the insane will be 
much facilitated by the new asylum to 
be built in Southern California. The 
patients will not need to take such a 
long journey as is now necessary. In 
addition to that the present asylums 
are very much crowded, and the - re- 
lief that the new asylums _ will give 
will be very perceptible in the accom- 


modations that can.be given patients.
